On our own planet the derelop- 
ment of life apparently entered.

The forms sub- 
sequently evolred. though pro- 
bably of common ancesiry, ave 
naverthelese clearly and nstur- 
ally divided into two great king- 
dome, the animal and vogetable. 
But there is no reason for sup- 
posing that the coursa of events 
bas been the same in other 
worlds than ours. 


PERHAPS OSLE PLANTS. 


Por example, it pay be that-on- 
Mars plant life oaly exists. Now, 
suppose that, as the speculators 
on this subject commonly assume, 
Mars has’ supported liie longer 


than the earth. 


In soch 2 casa the plant forms 
would presumably have reached a 
high stage of development; plants 
would there exist com with 
which our bigbest plants, sach 
as daisies acd asters, are simple 
and radimentary.

Many of the inhabitants, fearing 
reprisals, have left Killoakeehan, A military patrol was Gred on at 
Dundrum, Tipperary, aa afficer being seyionsly wounded, while a 
sergeant at Cloughjordan, Tipperary, was kidnapped from his 
lodgings at the military court. As regards the mordered policemen at 
Miltown Malby it is reported that six of the Conatabulary were foully 
mardered with tlat-nosed bullets, A volley was tired at a sergeant of 
the B.C. at Drimaleague. He reveived five bullets in the cheat and 
is dying. His asaailunts exeaped. In the reprisals at Mallow it is 
estimated the damage amountal to two hundred thousand. Twelve 
houses, in addition to the damage reported yesterday morning, were 
destroyed and Afty damaged.

INTERNATIONAL CONFER- 
‘ENCE OF FRIENDS. 

Over a thavsand ‘delezares are 
attending the international con- 
terenee of the Society of Priands 
which opened recent vat Devon 
shira House. Bishopszate. Lan- 
don. The delegates represented 
many nationalities, coming from 
India, China, Japan. Jamaica, 
Denmark, Norway, Austria, 
France, Australia, New Zealand. 
and South Africa. The largest 
delegations were from America 
and Ireland) [st is stated thar 
this.ia the firs: time inthe history 
of the Seciety that such a-confer- 
ente has been held. 

The first subject discussed was 
the basis of the Quaker opposition 
towar. The stbjec: was jotro- 
duced by Misa Joan MW. Fry, 
dacghter of the late Sir Edward 
Fry. and by Dr. Rafus M. Jones, 
of Haverford College, Pennsylva- 
Dia. 

The speakers reaffirmed the 
historic Quaker position that the 
way of life sevealed by Christ 
is entirely inconsistent with the 
method of war and js the oaly 
hope for the international 
peace and ordered life of man- 
kind. The ideat of peace, it was 
stated. is intecral to the religions 
position of the Society. There 
ate great moral and spirimal 
prociples of the universe which 
are, i: waa contended, 2s vital to 
the Hfe of mankind as are the 
Jaws of the physical world. Faith 
in the eficaey of moral end 
spiritual forces sbould be widely 

Those who have seen 
the vision of a world without war 
must s2eX to make the world as 
it is conform to the world as it 
shauld be. 

Saturdas’s discussion was on 
war and liberty, ant was opened 
br Frank Gollard of the National 
Peace Council, and Walter C. 
Woodward, editor of the Ameri- 
can Friend. The antithesis be- 
tween war and liberty was 
strongly emphasised. The speak- 
ers contended that the individual 
should ba left free to expreas his 
loyalty to the. spirit of trata that 
was in his heart.

POLICE TRAP FOR CAR 
THIEVES.

SECRETS BETRAYED BY 
i CHAUFFEUR. 
‘At Marlborough-stree: Police’ 


After weeks of patient inquiry 
and search. the London police 
beliexe they have discovered the 
sectet of a gang of expert thisves, 
whose operations bave caused the 
mysterious Olgappesrance of 5 
numbar of valuable motor-cars. 

Tho revelation was made bi 
Westminster Folice Court when 
threeEast endchanfieurs—Heary 
Giles, 32; Arthur Skinner, 28; and 
Thomas Robinson, 18—wereagain 
remanded on 2 charge of attempt- 
ing to steal a Talbot car worth 
£750 from a garage in Buckipg- 
ham Palace-road. 

James Keneals, 53, anenginger, 
waa also charged with being con- 
cerned in the attempt and with 
bavjng incited Albert Cheeseman, 
chenffeur to the owners of the 
car, to aid and abet in the rob 
bery. 7 . 

According to the police, the 
sang worked in parties of three. 
One man took the driver's seat in 
the car to be stolen, all ready to 
drive o3. anda secood man was at 
the wheel of anotber car, with 
engine moning, which was in 
close attendance. 

. The third man set the engine of 
the “victim” car going, and then 
dashed for the waiting car, with 
the result that the whole party 
were aways Lefore any suspicion 
had been aroused. 

BRIBES AND A BOAST. 

In the present case, explained 
Mr. Vornon Gatti, who appeared 
for the police. it was further

THE RIGHT OF CHOICE. 
The Rev. Dr. B. Meyer writes 
in the Times:— 
Self-determinatiog is baring & 
wide vogue to-day and stands for 
an important principle in human 
Fife. whether of individuals or 
nations. Every man hasthe right 
of private judgment; and im a 
welt-ordered State, he must think, 
judge and ect for himself. Every 
nationality: should have an un- 
fettered opportanity to decide as 
to the form of government, or the 
line of polley. mos: consistent 
with its well-being and sell- 
expression. Every religious com- 
munity must be at liberty to 
worship and teach according to 
the dictstes of conscience. ' 
Obviously, however, this ac- 
knowledged right must be 
governed by two outstanding 
considerations. First, it must be 
exercised consistently with the 
well-being of some greater whole, 
of which the determining body 
happens to be a part. Second, it 
must net be the expression of 
prejadice, ot pride, or arrogant 
obstinacy, but the well-considered 
result of deliberate thought, 
judgment, and decision. f 
ever happens. we cannot revert 
to the condition. of the Hebrew 
nation under the judges.

In 
tosny industrial districts, so serious was [the situation, relief 
stations were baseiged by clamoronus crowds seeking food, whilst in 
‘the Nortb hunger marches were seen in the streets. That strike 
cost the country a fabslou- sur. but its worst feature was the 
suffering and misery iaflicted. spon the community, the poor in 
particular. And now we are threstened with a repetition of that 
experience. jus: to satisfy the demands for an increase in wages at 
eli costs. ft canno’ be contended that the miners are in dire need 
of this extra two shillings. for their wages have tremendously 
advanced since the war. Yet this Miners’ Federation, an organiss- 
tion whichis supposed to guard and protect the interests of the 

working classes, proposes to bring distress to the populace by 
insisting on this rise in pay. Only the other day we saw ao state- 
: ment by a coal-buying representative of the Co-operative Wholesale 
: Society to the effect that many of these miners work from three to 
four days a week and then clear off, and he added that he bad seen 
returns which disclosed an income of welluver £500 a year per 
miner. “Employers of certain coal pits.” he said, “engage chara- 
bancs to convey the men to and from their work, and even this will 
not persuade the extremist section to putin 2 full working week.” 
That does not took as though the miners were absolutely needing 
an advance in wages: does it? But it does throw an interesting 
widolight on the recent contention made by the miners’ leader that
